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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Aethwy  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1954. 

Reviewing  the  vital  statistics  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  Birth  Rate  has  remained  at  practically  the  same 
level  as  last  year. 

The  death  rate  shews  a slight  increase  on  previous 
years.  The  table  giving  causes  of  death  (compiled  from 
figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General ) shows  that  the 
majority  of  deaths  were  due  to  heart  diseases  and  circulatory 
disorders.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (46.0  per  1,000  live  births) 
may  appear  excessively  high,  but  I would  point  out  that  two 
deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  four  due  to  congenital 
malformations . 

There  were  three  deaths  due  to  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis, and  seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  This  figure  compares  favourably  with  the 
figures  of  18  and  16  for  1953  and  .1952  respectively.  I am 
happy  to  report  that  there  was  a marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  suffering  from  other  Notifiable  Diseases. 

From  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  you  will  note 
that  only  one  village  in  the  District  is  provided  with  a main 
drainage  and  sewage  disposal  works.  Schemes  are  afoot  to 
connect  other  village  communities  with  main  sewerage  systems, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  long  delayed  schemes  will  be  carried 
out  in  the  near  future . 

The  housing  situation  has  improved  somewhat  with  the 
occupation  of  further  forty  nine  council  houses  during  the  year. 
There  are  still  many  families  living  in  substandard  dwellings 
x?ho  must  be  considered  for  rehousing. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman* 
and  Members  for  your  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspectors 
and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help.
